“Customers chose affordable, rehable 
public transit over high gas prices during a 
slow economic recovery, and recognized and 
appreciated the investment CTA made in 
its system, which included station renewal 
efforts and slow zone removals,” Chase said.

Obama’s priorities: Climate, 
gay marriage, immigration 


REPEAT PERFORMANCE 

When President Obama raised his right 
hand and was sworn in by Chief Justice John 
Roberts, it was his second time taking the 
oath in 24 hours. Obama had a formal swear- 
ing-in Sunday at the White House because of 
a constitutional requirement that the presi- 
dent take the oath Jan. 20. Rather than stage 
the fuil inauguration on a Sunday, the main 
public events were put off until Monday.

WASHINGTON A confident President Obama 
kicked off his second term Monday with an 
impassioned call for a more inclusive Ameri- 
ca that rejects partisan rancor and embraces 
immigration reform, gay rights and the fight 
against climate change. 

Obama’s ceremonial swearing-in at the 
Capitol was filled with traditional pomp and 
pageantry but it was a scaled-back inaugura- 
tion compared with the historic start of his 
presidency in 2009, when he swept into office 
on a mantle of hope and change as America’s 
first black president. 

Despite expectations tempered by finger- 
ing economic weakness and a divided Wash- 
ington, Obama delivered a preview of the 
second-term priorities he intends to pursue, 
stating that Americans “are made for this mo- 
ment” and must “seize it together.” 

His hair visibly gray after four years in of- 
fice, Obama called for an end to the political 
partisanship that marked much of his first 
term in the White House in bitter fights over 
the economy with Republicans. 

“We cannot mistake absolutism for prin- 
ciple, or substitute spectacle for politics, 
or treat name-calling as reasoned debate,” 
Obama said from atop the Capitol steps over- 
looking the National Mall. 

Touching on the kind of volatile issues rare- 
ly mentioned in inaugural speeches, Obama 
ticked off a series of liberal causes he plans to 
push in this second term. 

On gay rights, Obama insisted; “Our jour- 
ney is not complete until our gay brothers and 
sisters are treated like anyone else under the 


law, for if we are truly created equal, then sure- 
ly the love we commit to one another must be 
equal as well.” 

During the past year, the president has said 
he personally supports gay marriage but that 
the issue needs to be decided on a state-by- 
state basis. Currently, nine states authorize 
same-sex marriages. The Supreme Court has 
agreed to hear two gay marriage cases in late 
March, and both pose questions about equal 
rights for same-sex couples. 

Obama also made a relatively long reference 
to the need to address climate change, which 
he mostly failed to do in his first four years. 

“We will respond to the threat of climate 
change, knowing that the failure to do so 
would betray our children and future genera- 
tions,” the president said. 

And in a nod to America’s fast-growing 
Hispanic population, which helped catapult 
him to re-election in November, he said there 
was a need to “find a better way to welcome 
the striving, hopeful immigrants who stUl see 
America as a land of opportunity”

“The rooftops are a fabric of the experience 
at Wrigley Field,” Beth Murphy a member 
of the Wrigleyville Rooftop Association and 
owner of the bar Murphy’s Bleachers, said in 
a statement. ‘Any relaxation of the landmark 
ordinance that blocks our views violates our 
current 20-year contract with the Cubs and 
would jeopardize the tremendous economic 
contribution rooftops make to Chicago as 
businesses, taxpayers and members of the

Prince Harry: 

I killed insurgents 


LONDON Britain’s Prince Harry says he killed 
Afghan insurgents during conflicts with the 
Taliban while on his second tour of duty in 
Afghanistan where he was a gunner in Apache 
attack helicopters. 

Queen EHzabeth’s 28-year-old grandson, 
third in Une to the British throne, will return 
home later this week after a 20-week post- 
ing with NATO forces at the Camp Bastion 
mihtary base in the southern province of 
Helmand, 

Asked before he left Afghanistan if he had 
killed insurgents during his tour, he said: “Yeah, 
so, lots of people have, .,, Yes, we fire when we 
have to, take a life to save a fife, but essentially 
we’re more of a deterrent than anything else. 


“If there’s people trying to do bad stuff to 
our guys, then we’ll take them out of the game, 
I suppose,” the second son of the late Princess 
Diana and Prince Charles, heir to the throne, 
said in one of several interviews released to the 
media. 

The Tahban had said it would do its utmost 
to kidnap or kill Harry during his tour, and 
an Afghan insurgent warlord labeled him a 
drunken “jackal” out to kill innocent Afghans. 

His base was attacked on his birthday last 
September, but it was never clear if he was the 
target or if the Taliban raid, in which two U.S. 
Marines were killed, was in response to a film 
that was seen as insulting to the Prophet Mu- 
hammad.

Winter warriors keep fit in 
the coldest conditions— 
so what’s your excuse?

If you’re wondering who invited Jack Frost to 
stick around Chicago, it was Joanne Singleton 
of Lincoln Park. 

When Singleton was training last winter 
for a 50K (31-mile run) in Alaska, she savored 
the ice and cold. After a heavy snow, she 
would take a Metra train to Highland Park at 
sunrise and run more than 20 miles on trails 
near there before they were plowed. 

This year, she’s had to wait a bit longer for 
winter, her beloved running partner. Chilly 
Willy. 

“It’s my favorite time of the year,” said 
Singleton, 40. “If you have the right running 
gear, you can run in any weather. I absolutely 
love it.” 

While some Chicagoans were elated that 
60-degree weather made a cameo in Decem- 
ber, Singleton is one of few Chicago winter 
warriors who revel in training and participat- 
ing in cold-weather sports. These subzero he- 
roes prefer to bask in the snow, ice, slush, base 
layers, neck warmers, running tights and wool 
socks that accompany winter. 

They’ll get their chance to compete against 
Mother Nature these next few days. The Na- 
tional Weather Service expects wind to make 
the Windy City feel Hke it’s 20 degrees below 
zero Tuesday, and the bitter cold is expected 
to stick around for the rest of the week. 

This is good news for Paolo Urizar of Pe- 
terson Park, who calls himself a “dirtbag” 
because of his love for off-road cycling. In 
2004, when he attended the Illinois State CX 
Championships at Montrose Harbor, he mar- 
veled at cyclists battling it out in the snow and 
found a new love: competing in the winter. 

Urizar, 38, competed in the USA Cycling 
CX National Championships earlier this 
month in Madison, Wis., and is training for 
the Southern Cross 50-mile bike race in Feb- 
ruary in Georgia, where nasty weather is a 
possibility He said training in Chicago in the 
winter gives him a leg up on competitors from 


warm-weather states. 

“Especially in cases of bike handling ... it 
definitely gives me a bit of an advantage deal- 
ing with subzero weather,” said Urizar, who 
routinely bikes to his job downtown. “I’m 
comfortable being prepared for the winter.” 

To combat the cold and ice and frozen 
mud when he’s riding his handmade bike 
along the trails, Urizar said he wears two or 
three layers, including a base layer that wicks 
away moisture. When the temperature 
drops he wears a balaclava, headgear that ex- 
poses only part of the face, and when it hits 
subzero he wears ski goggles. 


It’s important to bundle up when exercising 
outdoors, said Jim Winger, a Loyola assistant 
professor of family medicine. While there 
are concerns about overheating and dehydra- 
tion when running in very hot temperatures, 
Wnger said there are fewer worries about 
training in extreme cold. 

“When you are active and doing something 
athletic like running, you raise your own core 
temperature. When you’re running in the 
cold, that works to your advantage,” Winger 
said. “If you cover up enough to literally pro- 
tect yourself from the elements or wind or 
protect yourself from heat loss, you can exer- 


cise safely in nearly every common tempera- 
ture you’ll see.” 

Kimberley Stedman of the Near East Side 
tends to wear multiple layers (no more than 
three) when she’s running outside in the cold, 
but she usually skips the headgear. Instead she 
carries water in a fuel belt, since the Chicago 
Park District shut off most water fountains 
along the lakefront path before Halloween. 

The lakefront path is where she has hosted 
the F^3 Half Marathon in January since 2010. 
(E'3 stands for {Bleeping} Freezing Frozen.) 
Each year the race has lived up to its name, 
yet it continues to attract more runners — 
from too its inaugural year to 1,850 runners 
this year, a sellout. 

“We never thought it was going to be this 
big,” said Stedman, 30. “We found a niche. I 
think we found a good little network of crazy 
runners.” 

For as much interest as there is in running 
in the winter, there aren’t many race options in 
Chicago before the April 7 Shamrock Shuffle, 
the unofficial start to spring running season.

For their part, Singleton and Stedman will 
spend the winter months outside training for 
upcoming races outside Chicago. 

Stedman is training for the Illinois half- 
marathon in Champaign in April and the Chi- 
cago Spring Half Marathon in May 

Singleton, who said all of her personal re- 
cords have come in cold-weather races, is 
training for the lUinois Alarathon in April and 
a May Ragnar relay from Plymouth to Prov- 
incetown. Mass. On the trail, she’ll join elite 
runners training for the Boston Marathon in 
April. 

If you spot Singleton along the lakefront, 
she’ll probably be wearing thermal under- 
wear, wool socks and a smile. 

“In the winter when I run outside, every- 
one I meet is smiling. We’re just as crazy as 
each other,” Singleton said. “We’re out there 
because we love running.”
